WllEKKAs  (.•irPUuint»iK<!»  havp  r<Mi(lireil  it  I'XiMidii'nt  to  effect 
crrt»in  cb»ngi'H  in  the  polioy  '>f  the  (inv.'mnicnt  reapentiiig  the 
adminiiitration  ..f  Domiiiion  UiuIh,  PUBLIC  NOTICE  i»  hereby 
given  :- 

1.  The  U«(<nlatioiii'  of  llie  1  Ith  (»rtol).T,  IHTO,  are  hrrthy 
reHciiidiMl,  innT  the  Inllowiiin;  lii't;\iliitiiin«  for  tlie  iliHposul  of  Hgrl- 
cultuml  laiiilH  lire  miliNtitiilctl  tlierefor  ; 

2.  Till'  evi'ii-iiiiiiibrriMi  KectioiiH  within  the  Canmliim  Pacific 
Knilway  H<'ll  that  ih  to  Hay,  lyinj;  within  24  niileH  nn  each  aide  of 
the  line  of  the  miid  kailwHy.'exieptinj,'  Ihnxe  which  may  be  re- 
ijuired  for  wood-lots  in  conn'eilioii  witii  .settlers  on  prairie  lands 
within  the  Maid  belt,  or  wliieh  may  be  olberwise  Bpi(  iiiUy  dealt 
with  by  the  (niviTMor  in  Conneil-  Mhall  be  held  cxclimively  for 
bomeateadH  and  pre-eniptiona.  The  odii-nambered  Hootioim  within 
I  he  aaid  hell  are  Cunndian  Tac^ifn;  liailway  Lauda,  and  can  only 
be  acqnired  from  the  Company. 

a.  The  jire-emptnina  eiiti'nii  within  the  Haid  Helt  of  2)  miles  on 
eaeh  side  of  the  Canadian  I'lieilie  Railway,  np  to  and  iniluding  the 
:\\ni  day  of  December  next,  ahall  be  disposed  of  at  the  rate  of  J2.60 
per  acre  ;  foiirttmths  of  the  punhaHC  money,  with  interest  ou  the 
latter  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annnni,  to  be  paid  at  the  end 
of  three  yeiirs  from  the  date  of  entry,  the  reniaimU-r  to  be  paid  in 
six  equal  instalments  annually  from  and  after  the  said  dale,  with 
intereat  at  the  rate  above  mentioned  on  such  portioii.H  of  the  p\ir- 
chase  money  as  may  from  time  to  tim«^  remain  unpaid,  to  be  paid 
with  each  instalment. 

4.  From  and  after  the  3Ist  day  of  December  next,  the  price 
sliall  remain  the  same— that  is,  i'/.M  per  acre— for  pre-emptioni 
within  the  said  Helt,  or  within  the  corresponding  Holt  of  any 
branch  line  of  the  aaid  Kailway,  but  shall  be  paid  in  one  sum  at 
the  end  of  three  years,  or  at  such  earlier  period  as  the  claimant  may 
liave  acquired  a  tith  to  his  honiestiad  quarter  section. 

6.  Dominicm  Lands,  the  projierty  of  the  Ooverument,  within  24 
miles  of  any  projected  line  of  Hallway  recognized  by  the  Minister 
of  Hallways,  and  of  which  he  has  given  notice  lu  the  Official 
(lazette  as  being  a  projected  line  of  railway,  shall  he  dealt  with,  as 
to  price  and  terms  as  follows  ; — The  pre-emptions  shall  be  sold  at 
the  same  price  and  on  the  same  terms  as  fixed  in  the  next  preced- 
ing paragraph,  and  the  odd  numbered  sections  shall  be  sold  at 
|2.5U  per  acre,  puyable  in  cash. 

6.  In  all  Townships  open  for  sale  and  nettlement  within  Mani- 
toba or  the  North-West  Territories,  outside  of  the  said  C«nadiau  Pa- 
cific Railway  Belt,  the  even  numbered  sections,  except  iu  the  cpses 
provided  for  iu  clause  two  of  these  regidations,  shall  be  held  .x- 
chisively  for  homestead  and  pre-emption,  and  the  odd  numbered 
sections  for  sale  as  public  lands. 

7.  The  lands  described  as  public  lands  shall  be  sold  at  the  uni- 
form price  of  ^2  per  acre,  caiih,  ojieeptiuij  iu  aperi^l  oaoon  wK..rrt 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
amendment  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Act  passed  at  the  last  Session 
of  Parliament,  may  deem  it  expedient  to  withdraw  certain  farming 
lands  from  ordinary  sale  and  settlement,  and  put  them  up  for  lalo 
at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  in  which  event  such  lands 
shall  be  put  up  at  an  upset  price  of  |2  per  acre. 

8.  Pre-emptions  outaide  of  the  Conadian  Pac-fic  Railway  Belt 
shall  be  sold  at  the  uniform  price  of  $2  per  acre,  to  be  paid  in  one 
sum  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  entry,  or  at  such 
earlier  period  as  the  claimant  may  acquire  a  title  to  his  homestead 
quarter-section. 

9.  Exception  shall  be  made  to  the  provisions  of  clause  7,  in  so 
far  as  relates  to  lauds  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  or  the  North- 
West  Territories,  lying  to  the  north  of  the  Belt  containing  the 
Pacific  Railway  Lands,  wherein  a  person  being  an  actual  settler 
on  an  odd-numbered  section  shall  have  the  privilege  of  'purchasing 
to  the  extent  of  320  acres  of  such  section,  but  no  more,  at  the  price 
of  11.25  per  acre,  cash  ;  but'  no  Patent  shall  issue  for  such  land 
until  after  three  years  of  actual  residence  upon  the  same. 

10.  The  price  and  terms  of  payment  of  odd-numbered  sections 
and  pre-emptions,  above  .set  forth,  shall  not  apply  to  persona  who 
have  settled  in  any  one  of  the  several  Belts  described  in  ttie  said 
Regulations  of  the  14th  October,  1879,  hereby  rescinded,  but  who 
have  not  obtained  entries  for  their  londs,  and.  who  may  establish  a 
right  to  purchase  such  odd-numbered  sections  or  pre-emptions, 
as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  price  and  on  the  terms  respectively  fixed 
for  the  same  by  the  said  Regulations. 

Timber  fof.  Settlers. 

11.  The  system  of  wood  lots  iu  prairie  townships  shall  be  con- 
tinued— that  is  to  say,  homestead  settlers  having  no  timber  on 
their  own  lands,  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  wood  lots  in  area 
not  exceeding  2U  acres  eacli,  at  a  uniform  rate  of  |5  per  acre,  to  be 
paid  in  cash. 

12.  The  provision  in  the  next  preceding  paragraph  shall  apply 
also  to  settlers  on  prairie  sections  bought  from  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  in  cases  where  the  only  wood  lauds  available 
have  been  laid  out  on  even-numbered  sections,  provided  the  Rail- 
Wiiy  Company  agree  to  recijirocate  where  the  only  timber  in  the 
locality  may  be  found  on  their  lands. 

13.  With  a  view  to  encouraging  settlement  by  cheapening  the 
cost  of  building  material,  the  Government  reserves  the  rignt  to 
grant  licenses  from  time  to  time,  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisious  of  the  "  Dominion  Lands  Act,"  to  cut  merchantable 
timber  on  any  lands  owned  by  it  within  surveyed  townships  ;  and 
settlement  upon,  or  sale  of  any  lands  covered  by  such  license,  shall, 
for  the  time  being,  be  subject  to  the  operation  of  the  same.

niidiTtakiiiK,  the  mid  niimlK'rcd  wctuiiiH  in  the  ■•a*'  of  landii  out-

tlir  NAMii'  principle  Hl.all  itpply  no  far  aa  one-half  of  r-a<'h  t-vfu-iiuni- 
bi'red  acftlon  U  concpniml — lliHt  iit  to  any,  the  one  half  of  fach  I'Vcii- 
UiiriihertMl  m'otion  iiiiiy  )»'  sold  to  llo'  conipaiiY  or  individual  at  tlio 
price  of  91.2fi  (MT  nip'  to  he  puid  in  ciuih.  The  iMniipuny  or  indi- 
vidual will  further  he  protected  np  to  the  ext4-iit  of  9600,  with  nix 
p«r  cent  interi'Ht  thereon  till  paid,  in  the  ciute  of  advaiiceH  made  to 
place  funiiliea  on  lionieHteadH,  umler  the  proviHioiiB  of  xectiou  lo  of 
the  ameudiueuta  to  the  Dominion  l..aiidH  Act  hereiiihefore  nieii- 
tioned. 

Ifi.  In  every  such  tranHnction  it  ihall  U'  nbaolntely  I'ondi- 
tional  : — 

(a)  That  the  company  or  individual,  aa  the  cane  may  be,  shall, 
in  the  ea«e  of  hndu  outHide  of  the  aaid  Canadian  Pacific  Hallway 
Belt,  within  three  yeaiH  of  the  date  of  the  agreement  witli  the 
Government,  place  two  8<'ttlera  on  each  of  the  odd-numbered  amo- 
tions, and  uIho  two  on  houieHt<Mid«  on  each  of  the  even-numbered 
,  MctioiiH  embraced  in  the  scheme  of  colonization. 

(A)  That  should  the  land  applied  for  be  situated  within  the 
Caitadinn  Pacific  Railway  Kelt,  the  Company  or  individual  shall 
within  three  years  of  the  date  of  agreement  with  the  Ooverument, 
place  two  settlers  on  the  half  of  each  even-num*iered  section  pur- 
choaed  under  the  provision  contained  in  paragraph  14,  above,  and 
also  one  pettier  upon  each  of  the  two  quarter  sections  remaining 
available  for  homesteads  in  such  section. 

(c)  That  on  the  promoters  failing  within  the  period  fixed,  to 
place  the  prescribed  number  of  st'ttlers,  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  cancel  the  sale  aud  the  privilege  of  colonization,  and  resume 
]>osHes8ioii  of  the  lands  not  settled,  or  charge  the  full  price  of  |V!  per 
acre,  or  $2.50  per  acre,  as  the  coaemay  be,  for  such  lands,  as  may 
be  deemed  eziiedient. 

(d)  That  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  policy  shall  only 
Apply  to  schemes  for  colonization  of  the  public  landji  by  Emigrants 
from  Great  Britain  or  the  European  Continent. 

Pabturaob  Lands. 

IB.  The  policy  set  forth  as  follows  shall  govern  applications  for 
lands  fur  grazing  purjioses,  and  previous  to  '>ntertaining  any  ap- 
plication, the  Minister  of  tho  Interior  shall  satisfy  himself  of  the 
good  faith  and  ability  of  the  applicant  to  carry  out  the  undertak- 
ing involved  in  such  application. 

17.  From  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  leases  of 
such  Townships,  or  portions  of  Townships,  as  may  be  available  for 
gnuing  purposes,  shall  be  put  up  at  auction  at  an  upset  price  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  and  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder — the  premium  for  such  leases  to  be  paid  in  cash  at  the  time 
of  the  sale. 

18.  Such  leases  shall  be  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years,  and  in 
accordance  otherwise  with  the  provisions  of  Section  eight  of  the 
Amendment  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Act  passed  at  the  last  Session 
of  Parliament,  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

19.  In  all  cases,  the  area  included  in  a  lease  shall  be  in  pro- 
portion to  the  quantity  of  live  stock  kept  thereon,  at  the  rate  of 
ten  acras  of  land  to  one  head  of  stock  ;  and  the  failure  in  any  case 
of  the  lessee  to  place  the  requisite  stock  upon  the  land  within 
three  years  from  the  granting  of  the  lease,  or  in  subsequently 
maintaining  the  proper  ratio  of  stock  to  the  area  of  the  leasehold, 
shall  justify  the  Governor  in  Council  in  cancelling  such  lease,  or 
in  diminishing  proportionally  the  area  contained  therein. 

20.  On  placing  the  required  proportion  of  stock  within  the  limits 
of  the  leasehold,  the  lessee  shall  have  the  privilege  of  purchasing, 
and  rec«iviiig  a  patent  for,  a  quantity  of  land  covered  by  such 
lease,  on  which  to  construct  the  buildings  necessary  in  connection 

.  therewith,  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  leasehold, 
which  latter  shall  in  no  single  case  exceed  100,000  acres. 

21.  The  rental  for  a  leasehold  shall  in  all  coses  be  at  the  rate  of 
$10  per  annum  for  each  thousand  acres  included  therein,  and  the 
price  of  the  land  which  may  be  purchased  for  the  cattle  station  re- 
ferred to  in  the  next  preceding  paragraph,  shall  be  fl.25  per  acre, 
payable  in  cash. 

Payments  fob  Lands. 

22.  Payments  for  public  lands  and  also  for  pre-empvions  may  be 
in  cash,  or  in  scrip,  or  in  police  or  military  bounty  warrants,  at  the 
option  of  the  purchaser. 

23.  The  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  lands  valuable  for 
town  plots,  or  to  coal  or  other  mineral  lands,  or  to  stone  or  marble 
quarries,  or  to  lan'^s  having  water  power  thereon  ;  and  further 
shall  not,  of  course,  affect  Sections  11  and  29  in  each  Townshiji, 
which  are  public  school  lands,  or  Sections  8  and  26,  which  are 
Hudson's  Bay  Company's  lands.

This  little  work  is  presented  to  the  public  in  the  hope  of  supplying  a  serious  want  hitherto  experi- 
enced by  all  who  have  gone  to  the  North- West  with  the  object  of  taking  up  Dominion  lands  ;  and  its 
appearance  at  the  present  time  will,  no  doubt,  be  accepted  as  particularly  opportune,  owing  to  the  im- 

{)ortant  changes  in  the  method  of  survey  inaugurated  during  the  season  of  1881,  a  circumstance  calcu- 
ated  to  confuse  the  partial  knowledge  of  the  matter  which  many  pioneer  settlers  already  possess. 

The  author  has  endeavoured  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  the  use  of  technical  phraseology  in 
explaining  theoretic  principles  governing  the  surveys,  while  describing  as  fully  as  is  compatible  with 
the  limited  space  at  his  disposal,  and  with  the  aid  of  numerous  original  diagrams,  a  subject  more 
scientifically  treated  iu  the  revised  Maniuil  shelving  tlm  System  of  Survey  of  the  Dominion  Lands,*  recently 
published,  exclusively  for  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  surveyors  employed  by  the  Government,  by 
authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

The  synopsis  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  the  settlement  of  the  public  lands 
will  relieve  many  a  farmer  of  the  unaccustomed  labour  of  searching  through  the  Statutes  for  informa- 
tion here  presented  in  a  convenient  and  intelligible  form  ;  and  the  skeleton  diagrams  of  Townships 
and  Sections  in  the  Appendix,  the  latter  of  which  are  di'awn  according  to  the  same  scale  as  the 
typographical  maps  available  for  examination  at  the  Dominion  Lands  Office  for  each  District,  cannot  fail 
to  be  of  great  service  to  every  land  hunter  requiring  to  make  memoranda  respecting  the  part  of 
the  country  he  visits. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  within  the  scope  of  a  publication  whose  purpose  is  so 
«pecitic  such  general  information  regarding  that  "land  of  illimitable  possibilities"  as  may  be  found  in 
the  valuable  pamphlets  written  by  Mr.  Thos.  Spence  and  others.  Its  aim  is  the  not  less  useful  one 
of  supplementing   the  labours  of  those  gentlemen  by  breaking  entirely  new  ground. 

In  couclusion,  the  author  would  express  his  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  kindly  assistance 
rendered  him  by  various  officers  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  whose  welcome  suggestions  on 
several  points  have  iiot  only  enhanced  the  practical  value  of  the  Land  Prospector's  Manual,  but 
invested  it  with  an  authority  semi-official  in  character.

composition   of  THE  PARTY. 

The  object  of  a  trip  on  the  prairie,  for  the 
purpose  of  selecting  lands  to  homestead  or  piirchAse, 
can  be  attained  with  much  more  satisfaction  and 
success  by  the  organization  of  a  small  party,  com- 
posed of  from  two  to  four  persons.  If  the 
number  exceeds  the  latter  ligure,  disputes  are  apt 
to  arise,  through  conflict  of  inti^rests,-  when  the 
choice  of  locations  has  to  be  arrived  at.  Two 
companions  may  get  along  very  well  ;  but,  in 
following  up  lines,  setting  off  right  angles,  and  in 
some  other  situations,  the  presence  of  at  least 
three  persons  will  be  found  to  facilitate  operations. 
In  case  of  a  break-down,  getting  "stuck"  in  a 
swamp  or  coulee,  or  the  occurrence  of  any  other 
contingency  of  prairie  travel,  it  will  be  found 
that  "many  hands  make  light  work"  in  overcoming 
the  difficulty.  The  expense  of  such  an  expedition, 
moreover,  will  fall  much  lighter  upon  the  indivi- 
dual, if  shared  jier  capita  among  several  explorers 
participating  in  the  use  of  a  joint  outfit.  * 

*  I,n  the  North-West  the  term  "outfit"  ig  undcibtorMA  as 
including  not  only  the  transport  accommodation  and  cqiiijmient 
of  a  party,  hut  even  the  commerciul  stock  in  trade  of  a  mercan- 
tile rentnre. 


SUGGEHTIONri    AS  TO   OUTFIT, 

The  necessary  articles  with  which  to  C(|uip  a 
party  of  Land  Prospectors  are  but  tew  in  number, 
and,  with  the  sinf,le  exception  of  means  of  trans- 
portation, very  inexpensive.  The  (luantity  of 
provisiona  to  be  taken  along  must  be  determined 
(1)  by  the  number  of  the  i)arty  ;  (2)  by  the  length 
of  time  it  is  expected  the  tri^j  will  last  ;  and  {'.\) 
by  the  possibility  of  obtaining  further  supplies 
while  in  the  field. 

Land  hunters  will  tind  it  to  their  great  advan- 
tage, no  matter  what  may  be  their  transportation 
facilities,  to  travel  on  such  an  excursion  as  lightly 
laden  as  possible,  for,  by  duly  observing  this  consid- 
eration, they  will  be  aV>le  to  pass  without  check 
over  rough  country  and  through  bad  i)laces,  which 
would  be  altogether  impossible  if  they  carried  much 
freight. 

The  most  convenient  way,  if  the  Proapectors 
do  not  already  possess  teams  of  their  own, 
will  bo  for  them  to  purch.i  e  or  hire  a 
a  waggon  ^if  a  light  one,  all  the  better) 
drawn  by  a  pair  of  native  ponies.  As  these  hardy 
animals   thrive  on  the  grass  of  the  prairie  mea-

An  alternative  plan — ahiiast  ('(pially  }:;oo(l,  and 
rather  less  expensive — would  oe  to  purchase  or  hire 
a  Red  River  cart  (drawn  either  hy  ox  *  or  native 
pony^  to  cany  the  tent,  blankets,  ami  ]>roviM!ni.s 
of  the  party,  the  land  hunters  thiiinselves  '^'Mv^ 
afoot.  A  party  so  provided  may  travel  slowly,  it 
is  true  ;  but,  like  the  snail,  they  will  carry  their 
home  along  with  them,  and  can  go  anywhere. 

Au  extra  horse,  with  saddle  auil  biidlo  t,  will 
he  found  a  useful  adjunct  to  the  outlit  ;  and. 
such  should  be  e(|uipi)C(l  wiili  breast-ban. 1  and 
rope  traces  arrangefl,  like  those  worn  l)y  tlie 
charger  of  a  non-commissioned  ollicer  of  field 
artillery,  so  tliat  the  animal  can  be  readily  attacluul 
to  the  vehicle  should  aid  be  necessary  to  enable  it 
to  pass  over  an  awkward  spot.

It  should,  however,  be  em.loscd  iu  a  small 
box  that  would  serve  to  preserve  it  from  injury 
while  travelling,  and  protect  it  from  the  wind  when 
in  use. 

Grocmes  and  Piwisions :  Bacon  ;  potatoes  or 
beans  ;  biscuits  ;  Hoar ;  tea  or  coliee  ;  sugar ; 
pepper,  salt,  and  mustard  ;  molasses;  dried  apples; 
coal  oil ;  matches  ;  soap  ;  biking  powder;  and 
candles. 

Personal  Ile,qvdsiti's :  Each  member  of  the 
party  should  supply  himself  with  the  following  : 
Thk  Land  Prospector's  Manual  and  Field- 
BooK  ;  red-and-blue  pencil  ;  black-lead  jiencil ; 
knife,  fork,  and  spoon  ;  tin  plate  and  pint  drink- 
ing cup  ;  change  of  shirt,  drawers,  and  sc/cks  ;  a 
towel ;  a  pair  of  blankets  ;  mosquito  bars  ;  a 
waterproof  coat,  poncho,  or  sheet ;  and  long 
boots  t.  Abuft'alorobe  would  be  found  desirable 
in  early  spring  or  late  in  the  fall. 

One  or  two  guns  among  the  party  would 
provide,  during  the  proper  seasons,  variety  for  the 
bill  of  fare.

When  the  Prospector-*  have  made  up  their  ' 
minds  as  to  the  particular  part  i)f  the  country  tln-y 
will  e\j)lure  in  search  of  farms  to  suit  their  reijuire- 
meiits,  they  should  a^^certaiu  in  whitli  Land  District 
the  locality  is  situate,  and  proceed  to  the  ollice  of 
the  "  Local  Agent  "  iu  charge,  who  is  the  otiicial 
representative  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Branch  of 
the  De]>artmentof  the  Interior.  [See  Diagram  No. 
VI,  exhibiting  the  bounilaries  of  the  various  Land 
Districts  east  of  the  Se«;ond  Principal  Meridian.] 
Here  they  will  be  furnished,  free  of  cost,  with  all 
theinformation  the  Agent's  books  contain  calculated 
to  assist  the  would-be  settler  or  purchaser  in  making 
his  selection  with  the  least  possible  difficulty  and 
loss  of  time.*  The  following  suggestions  are 
offered  as  indicating  the  general  information  that 
.should  be  obtained  of  a  Local  Agent : — 

1.  As  to  the  most  promising  localities  tlie  Dis- 
trict contains,  having  regard  to  the  primary  requi- 
sites, viz  :  Rich  land,  sutliciency  of  timber,  and 
good  water. 

2  Should  all  of  these  desiderata  not  be  attain- 
able in  any  locality  that  appears  attractive,  it  would 
be  important  to  ascertain  what    prospect    there

I*ro.-j actors 
should  obtain  the  folio  win;,'  specific  information  in 
regard  to  them  : — 

1,  As  to  which  quarter-sections  have  already 
been  enteredfor  by  other  parties,  all  of  which  should 
be  carefully  crossed  off  on  one  of  thel)lank  township 
diaf,aams  in  the  Appendix.  The-e  bein,q  closed 
against  further  entry  (unless  in  ca<e  of  cancellation 
on  account  of  non-fultilmcnt  of  conditions,)  the  un- 
marked f[uarter-sections  will  shew  at  a  glance  all 
the  lands  in  the  township  that  it  is  necessary  to  ox~ 
amine.  The  diagram  itself  tjxhibits,  in  blank,  the 
even-numbered  sections,  which  are  the  only  secLi(;ns 
available  for  home:>tea(ling  or  ju'e-cniptiori;  the 
remainder  being  obtainable  by  purchase  oalii,  from 
the  Government,  the  Canadian  Pacific  li.iilway 
Company,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  or  f)iivate 
proprietors  who  have  ab-eady  acquired  tliem. 

2.  As  to  the  characteristics  of  the  locality.   The 


Local  Agent,  on  retjuest,  will  show  to  an  applicant 
a  copy  of  the  ofn«-ial  map  of  the  survey  of  any 
jiarlicular  townsl  .p,  drawn  on  a  scale  of  two 
inches  to  the  mile.  From  this  the  Prospector  may 
note  upon  a  section  diagram  (also  in  the  Appendix} 
any  features  distinguishing  the  quarter-sectiona 
stiil  open  for  entry.  The  points  to  be  specially 
observed  mid  marked  down  are  : — 

(a)  The  quality  of  the  soil — whether  cla.ssified 
as  l;:t,  2nd,  3rd,  or  4th  class. 

(?/)  Whether  the  land  is  prairie,  timbered,  wet, 
or  s\vamj)y. 

(c)  The  couise  of  any  creek,  and  the  position 

of  any  lake  or  ])ond  (fresh,  salt,  or  alka- 
line) not  exhibited  in  the  general  map. 

(d)  The  situation  of  swamp  or  hay  lands. 

{<)  The  h)cation  of  such  timber  or  brush  as 
there  may  be. 

(/)  The  direction  of  any  road  or  trail  tra^^era- 
ing  the  land.  •

HO       TO  FIND  A  PARTICULAR  SECTION. 

Upon  nearing  the  locality  to  be  explored,  the 
party  should  keep  on  the  look-out  for  a  *'  mound." 
So  soon  as  one  is  perceived,  an  examination  of  the 
marks  upon  the  post  in  its  centre  [See  Diagram 
No.  V.J  will  acquaint  the  Prospectors  with  the 
exact  situation  in  which  they  then  stand.  Any 
person  who  comprehends  the  meaning  of  the  in- 
scriptions on  township  or  section  corner  posts  can- 
not possibly  get  lost  within  the  surveyed  districts 
of  tne  North- West,  and,  with  or  without  the  aid 
of  a  compass,  he  should  experience  little  difficulty 
in  keeping  on  the  course  he  wishes  to  follow. 


Having  at  la^t  reached  such  a  mound  in  imma- 
diate  proximity  to  one  of  the  sections  it  is  desiretl 
to  examine,  in  order  to  re.'u;h  the  actual  spot  it  is 
only  lU'ct-srfary  to  folluw  up  one  of  the  surveyed 
lines  leading  in  the  proper  direction,  which  may  be 
readily  done  by  the  following  method  :  Let  two 
members  of  the  part>7be  desi^niated  "A"  and  *'  B." 
Let  A  ])lant  the  cross-stafl"  against  the  post  in  the 
centre  of  tlie  mound,  and  by  use  of  tne  pocket- 
compass,  and  allowing  for  the  variation,  set  one  of 
the  grooves  in  the  direction  of  north-and-south. 
Then  let  B,  on  horseback,  start  oft'  in  the  req\iired 
direction  (whether  north,  .south,  east,  or  west,^  A 
directing  him  by  motions,  so  th.at  he  proceeds  on  a 
correct  courj-e.  When  he  has  gone  about  half  a 
mile,  he  should  be  able  to  find  the  mound  erected 
at  the  quarter-section  corner  (marked  with  the 
"  4  "  sign  only.)  Here  he  may  plant  his  flag.  Two 
points  being  thus  abso'  tely  established,  by  placing 
the  cross-staff  on  either  of  them,  and  aligning  one 
of  its  grooves  on  the  flag  planted  upon  the  other, 
lines  can  be  set  off,  either  north-and-south  or  east- 
and-west,  with  almost  perfect  accuracy.  All  that 
is  necessary  is  for  A  to  glance  throu^'h  the  groove 
pointing  in  the  particular  directum  required, 
to  be  able  to  direct  B  upon  a  true  course  any 
distance  within  the  range  of  his  sight.

Under  the  improved  syatem  of  survey,  now  in 
force,  Dominion  lands  in  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories are  laid  off  in  four-i,ided  "  townships," 
almost  sf|uare  in  form,  bounded  on  their 
east  and  west  sides  by  lines  which  are  meri- 
Oians  of  longitude  (i'.t.,  radiating  from  the  North 
Pole,)  and  on  the  north  and  south  sides  by  lines 
which  are  chords  of  the  circular  parallels  of 
latitude  intersecting  such  meridians. 

A  township  measures  on  its  east  and  west  sides, 
from  centre  to  centre  of  the  road  allowances  which 
form  its  actual  boundaries,  exactly  483  chains,  and 
on  its  north  and  south  sides  486  chains,  more  or 
less,  subject  to  the  deficiency  or  surplus  rcoulting 
from  the  convergence  or  divergence  of  the  meri- 
dians, as  the  case  may  be,  caused  by  the  curvature 
of  the  surface  of  the  Globe. 

Townships  are  numbered  in  regular  order  { 
northward  from  the  49th  Parallel  of  north  lati-  I 
tude,  which  forms  the  International  Boundary  j 
Line  between  the  territories  of  Canada  and  those  j 
of  the  United  States  [See  Diagram  No.  1]   and  ' 


they  lie  in  "ranges"  which  are  numbered  in 
regular  succession  westward  of  certain  standard 
north-and-south  lines  iirat  established,  under  the 
name  of  "principal  meridians,"  which  are  dis- 
tinctly set  down  on  all  Government  maps.* 
There  are  also  certain  ranges  lying  (and  numbered) 
cast  of  the  First  Principal  Meridian,  and  likewise 
some  townships  lying  (and  numbered)  south  of 
the  40th  Parallel ;  but  these  latter  are  situate  east  of 
the  Lake  of  the  Woods.

Each  township  is  subdivided  into  thirty-six

each  block.  These  block  surveys  are  siiecially 
arranged  for  by  the  Govorninent  iti  advaiice  of 
immediate  ret|uirenu'nt;i  for  subdivi-i.iii  into 
townships,  and  by  this  means  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  features  of  the  country  is  lirst  (d)taiiifd.

Lastly,  the  townships  whose  outlines  have 
been  thus  already  defined  are  .subdivided,ii[»on  con- 
tract, by  a  third  surveyor,  who  is  re(iuired  to 
plant  upon  the  ground  all  the  interior  jiosis  or 
other  monuments  shewn  in  Diagram  No.  II,  and 
also  to  set  down  in  his  field-r.otes  all  facts  necessary 
to  a  complete  topographical  report  of  the  country. 
The  returns  of  these  contract  surveyors,  the 
accuracy  of  which  is  ensured  by  a  system  of 
inspection,  constitute  a  valuable  fund  of  intelligence 
regarding  the  soil  and  general  resources  of  the 
North-West,  which  is  availoUe  for  statesmen,  in- 
vestors, or  settlers  interested  in  the  progress  and 
development  of  the  country. 

When  the  survey  of  townships  progresses  so 
far  west  that  a  fresh  principal  meridian  is  reached,

Canadian  public  lands  in  Manitoba  and  the 
North-West  Territories  may  be  ac([uired  either  by 
homesteading  (as  a  free  grant)  or  by  purchase  on 
the  terras  set  forth  in  the  Regulations  issued  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  [See  oHicial  adver- 
tisement. Front  Page. J  The  information  contained 
in  this  and  sul>sequent  pages  has  been  .summarized 
from  the  Consolidated  Dominion  Lands  Act,  1879, 
and  the  amendments  thereto  of  1880  and  1881  ; 
from  the  Regulations  for  disposing  of  the  public 
lands  now  in  force ;  and  from  various  other 
authorities.

Settlers  in  townships  where  wood  is  scarce,  or 
altogether  wanting,  are  allowed  to  purchase  "wood 
lots"  not  exceeding  :iO  acres  in  size,  out  of  timbered 
land,  in  some  adjacent  locality,  reserved  for  the 
purpose.  The  price  of  wood-lots  is  ^.'j.OO  per 
acre. 

Settlers  are  strictly    forbiddon   to   dispose  of

While  he  faithfully  perforins  the  homestead  con- 
ditions, asettler  enjoys  the  full  rights  of  ])ropvietor- 
ship,  even  previous  to  receivinj,'  patent.  Nou- 
fultilment  of  conditions,  however,  renders  the 
entries  for  homestead,  pre-emption,  and  wood-lot 
subject  to  cancellation,  the  right  to  hold  the  two 
latter  claims  being  entirely  contingent  on  actual 
performance  of  homestead  obligations.  On  can- 
cellation, all  improvements  become;  forfeited  to 
the  Crown,  and  the  ex-holder  is  prohibited  from 
making  a  second  homestead  entry. 

Th'j  title  of  all  lands  remains  with  the  Crown 
till  after  the  patent  is  issued.  Unpatented  lantls 
are  conse(iuently  not  liable  to  seizure  for  debt,  nor 
do  they  afford  any  security  for  obtaining  credit  or 
loans.  In  case  a  settler  dies,  the  law  allows  liis 
executors  to  fulfil  the  deceased's  homestead  obliga- 
tion, that  the  estate  may  be  secured  to  his  heirs. 

Any  man  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  axiy 
woman  who  is  the  sole  head  of  a  family,  may  take 
up  a  homestead.  If  the  citizen  of  a  foreign  country, 
Buch  settler  is  required  to  become  a  British  subject, 
by  naturalization,  previous  to  issue  of  patent, 
which  can  be  done  under  the  law  on  completion  of 
his  or  her  three  years'  residence  on  the  homestead.

Grazing,  inir.cra],  and  tinil)ereil  lands  may  be 
leased  fr<»ni  the  Dcjiai  tnient  of  the  inteiior  in  accoi* 
dance  with  the  terms  iet  forth,  in  iir[iartmental 
regulations. 

FOREST-TRKR    CUfiTURK    CLAIMS    ABOLISHED. 

The  Forest-Tiee  Culture  clauses  of  the 
Dominion  Lands  Act,  under  which  it  was  competent 
to  ac(iuire  a  free  grant  of  10* »  acres  without 
residence  on  the  laud,  by  planting  one-sixteenth 
of  such  claim  to  trees,  became  inoperative  when 
the  Governnu'iit,  with  the  sanction  of  Pa?liament, 
approj)iialed  the  whole  of  the  unalienated  Domin- 
ion lands,  with  the  exception  of  the  proportion 
reserved  for  homesteads,  to  the  single  purpose  of 
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producing  a  fund  out  of  which  to  assist  the  build- 
ing of  raUways  iu  the  North-West. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  A  LEGAL  ENTRY. 

All  who  seek  to  acquire  Dominion  lands  iu 
the  North-West,  whethei  by  homesteading  or 
purchase,  should  secure  an  entry  *  for  the  same, 
with  the  least  possible  delay,  at  the  office  of  tlio 
Local  Agent  in  whose  di"^trict  such  lands  may  be, 
because  the  law  provides  that  "every  entry -receipt 
or  certificate  issued  by  an  Agent  of  Dominion 
Lands  shall,  unless  sucii  entry  shall  have  been 
subsequently  cancelled,"  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  the  same  has  been  granted  to  "maintain 
suits  at  law  or  in  equit\  against  any  wrong-doer  or 
trespasser  on  the  lands  so  entered,  as  ett'ectually  as 
he  could  do  under  a  patent  of  such  lands  from  the 
Crown." 

THE   POSITION   OF  SQUATTERS. 

No  entry  can,  of  course,  be  made  for  lands 
still  unsurveyed,  or,  even  if  surveyed,  not  yet  in  the 
hands  of  the  Local  Agent  for  disposal.  A  settler, 
therefore,  who  makes  improvements  under  such 
circumstances  does  so  entirely  at  his  own  risk,  and 
must  rely  upon  artual  continuous  residence 
and  practical  cultivation  as  the  grountls  upon  which 
to  establish  an  e(iuitable  right  to  hold  his  claim.

'  An  office  fee  of  $10  in  charjfed  for  each  eniry-u-ertiflcat*. 
The  entry  must  be  personally  applied  for,  except  iii  the  atse  cf 
intemlimr  eniijfrunts  from  Euro()e,  who  may  enter  by  an  ngemt 
duly  Buthorizod  by  them  under  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior. 


No  time  should  be  wasted  by  such  a  settler,  how- 
ever, in  asserting  his  position  at  the  earliest  moment 
when  such  can  ertectually  be  dono.  The  Act 
states  that,  ''in  case  of  a  claim  from  actual  settle- 
ment in  then  unsurveyed  lands,  the  claimant  must 
file  such  application  wtliin  three  months  after  due 
notice  has  Ijeen  received  at  the  Local  Office  of  such 
lands  having  been  surveyed  and  the  survey  thereof 
(',onfirmed,"accompaniedby  Kj^al  pioofs*of  settle- 
ment and  improvement,  ''whereujjon  such 
claimant  shall  be  allowed  to  entev,  to  the  extent  of 
IGO  acres,  as  a  homestead,  the  lands,  as  the  same 
may  have  been  surveyed  and  laid  out,  'uiji;n  vhirh 
he  man  ''''  J''S^'^'''«'>  in  such  manner  a?  to  cover  his 
most  valuable  improvements." 

The  Government,  it  would  be  well  for  squat- 
ters to  remember,  is  not  legally  bound  to  protect 
any  person  "found  to  have  settled  on  land  which 
may  have  been  set  ajiart  a«  railway  land,  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  by  the  Goveruor-in-Council, 
or  whic! ,  by  law  or  by  allotment  duly  made,  may 
be  claimed  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company." 

A  settler  who  has  taken  uj)  lan-l  in  advance  of 
the  surveys  t  should  keep  a  brig<it  look-out  for 
the  arrival,  sooner  or  later,  of  the  surveyors  in  his

t  Such  settler  would  uet  wisely  in  driving  in  pii'kets  to 
mark  the  boundaries  ^f  the  land  he  deairea  to  hold  as  a  home- 
stead. These  boundaries  should  bo  hvid  off  east-and-west  and 
north-and-south,  as  near  as  ntay  be,  a  distance  of  forty  chaina 
(half-a-mile)  on  each  side.  [:\mh\  every  picket  the  claimant 
should  cut  in  his  name  in  readable  characters. 
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locality.  In  addition  to  furnishing  all  necessary 
verbal^  information  as  to  his  improvements,  he 
should  also  be  particular  to  make  l)efore  the 
Dominion  Land  Surveyor  at  the  head  of  the  party 
a  declaration ,  after  the  following  form,  to  be  for- 
warded to  Ottawa  with  the  other  oftlcial  returns  of 
the  survey :

In  the  event  of  a  di^^jnite  between  two  or 
more  S(iuatters  as  to  the  right  to  hold  lauds  taken 
up  in  advance  of  the  surveys,  the  law  declares 
that  the  homestead  right  shall  belong  to  him  who 
made  the  first  settlement  on  the  land  in  ([uestion. 
In  cases,  however,  where  it  is  shewn  that  the  con- 
tending parties  have  each  riiade  valuable  improve- 
ments on  the  disputed  cl.tim,  the  ^linister  of  the 
Interior  has  power,  on  the  survey  of  the  township 
in  which  the  lands  are  situate  taking  ])lace,  to 
order  a  division  of  the  same,  to  preserve  to  the 
rival  claimants,  so  far  as  practicable,  their  own 
several   improvemeiits  ;    and    he    has    authority 


farther  to  direct  that  whatever  the  land  thus  appor- 
ti'Uicd  to  each  such  claimant  may  be  deficient  of 
the  conventional  area  of  a  homestead  (160  acres) 
may  be  made  up  to  him  out  of  unoccupied 
c|uarter-secLioiis  adjoining. 

No  claim  for  a  homestead  entry  upon  odd- 
numbered  sections,  or  upon  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  School,  or  Indian  lands  has  the  least 
chance  of  being  admitted,  if  the  claimant  be  unable 
to  show  that  he  conin  jnced  occupation  and 
improvement  prrryni,'^  to  survey.  The  importance 
of  making  the  statutory  declaration  before  the 
surveyor,  as  already  mentioned,  is  therefore  suffi- 
ciently obvious. 


CANCELLATION   AND   PORFKITUU'i!:, 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Act  shew  the 
law  in  regard  to  the  cancellation  of  homesteads  lor 
non-fullilnient  of  conditions  ; 

"  In  cM'iC  it  is  proved  to  tlic  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  that  thescttlur  lia-;  vohnitariiy  re]in(|uished  UU  claim, or 
has  ticuti  absent  from  thHlniid  cnlcred  hy  him  for  more  than  six 
montlis  in  any  oni;,\ear  without  leave  of  ahsciice  from  the  Minister 
of  the  interior,  tiicu  lheri;.'ht  ti>  such  liuid  shall  he  liable  to  for- 
feiture, and  may  he  CMicelled  by  the  said  Minister,  and  tiie  settler 
S'J  relinquishing  or  aba«:.iuiiin>,''  his  claim  shall  not,  except  in 
special  cases,  in  the  <iiscr('tion  of  tlu!  Mii'ister,  he  permitted  to 
make  a  second  entr\ . 

"  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  at  any  time  order  an  in- 
sjicrtion  of  any  homestead  or  homesteads  m  reference  to  which 
there  may  he  reason  to  believe  tiio  forejjnini;  provisiona,  at*  re- 
Lfards  sett'.emeiitand  cultivation,  have  not  been  or  are  not  bein;; 
carried  out,  anfl  may,  on  report  of  the  fac'rfi,  cancel  the  entry  of 
such  homestead  or  homesteads. 

"  And  in  the  ca^e  of  a  cancelled  hfrnicstead,  with  or  without 
improvements  thereon,  the  same  shall  not  lie  eon»ldertxl  uh  of 
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right  open  for  fresh  entry,  bat  may  he  hold  for  siile  i>t'  t)»c  lixml 
and  of  the  improvements,  or  of  the  improvtiiiouts  thereon,  in 
connection  with  a  fresii  horoontetnl  entr>  t  hor(;of,  iit  the  tli.s<;n'tion 
of  tlie  Minister  of  the  Interior." 

Forms  of  application  for  the  cancellation  of 
entries  reflpecting  whivh  the  homestead  conditions 
nave  not  been  fulfilled  may  be  obtained  of  any 
Local  Agent.  Legal  proofs  (/.t-.  the  affidavit  of  the 
applicant,  supported  by  those  of  two  credible  wit- 
nesses) must  accompany  the  application.  On  the 
requisite  documents  being  tiled  with  him,  the  Local 
Agent  gives  the  party  concerned  notice  to  appear, 
personally  or  by  representative,  at  the  Land 
Office  within  thirty  days,  to  disprove  the  allegations 
in  the  affidavits,  or  otherwise  show  cause  why  his 
entry  should  not  be  cancelled.  At  the  end  of  that 
period  the  matter  is  referred  to  Ottawa  for  the 
decision  of  the  Minister. 

The  law  contains  necessary  provisions  for  the 
annulling  of  entries  or  patents  issued  erroneous«ly, 
illegally,  or  through  the  perpetration  of  fraud. 

THE  VARIOUS  RESERVES. 

HmhonU  Bay  Lands  : — According  to  Article  5 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  in  the  deed  of  surren- 
der from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  to  the  Cana- 
dian Government,  of  their  claims  upon  the  lands 
of  the  North- West,  the  Company  is  allowed  one- 
twentieth  of  all  the  lands  surveyed  into  townships 
within  v/hat  is  designated  in  that  document  as 
the  "  Fertile  Belt."  This  apportionment  has  been 
fulfilled  by  setting  apart  two  entire  sections  in  every 
fifth  township,''and  one  section  and  three-fourths 
of  a  section  in  all  other  townships,  within  the  terri- 


tory referred  to.  Thus,  in  every  township 
numbered  5,  10,  lb,  20,  25,  and  so  on,  in  regular 
succession  uoilherly  from  the  Iiiturnatioual 
Boundary,  th»^  whole  of  Sections  8  and  26  are  so 
appropriated ;  but,  in  all  townships  not  ao 
numbered,  the  lands  set  apart  for  the  Company  are 
the  whole  of  Section  b  and  the  south  iialf  and  the 
north-west  quarter  of  Section  2G.  These  lands  may 
be  purchased  Trom  the  Company  on  easy  terms. 

/SV/ioo/  Lands  : — The  Government,  under  the 
authority  of  Parliament,  has  appropriated  Sections 
11  and  29  in  everv  township  as  an  endc/meut  in 
aid  of  public  odurution.  Tnese  "  School  Tiands," 
as  they  i*re  commonly  called,  are  at  present  held 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  in  trust,  for  the 
purposes  of  their  appropriation.  It  Lj  likely  that 
some  of  them  will  very  shortly  be  disposed  of,  by 
public  auction,  at  an  upset  j)rice. 

TJxe  Settlnacnt  ^^7^s•;— Certain  landrf  lying  within 
two  miles  of  the  Red  and  Assiniboine  rivers, 
in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  are  commonly 
known  as  lots  within  the  Settlement  Belts.* 
Being  occupieil  by  the  original  colonists  of 
the  Red  River  Settlement,  they  were  reserved  from 
general  entry  when  the  government  was  taken 
over  by  Canada  from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
Subsequently,  the  parties  in  possession  of  these  river 
farms,  varying  in  width  from  three  to  twenty 
chains,  were  given  the  outer  two  miles,  making 

'  other  "settlement"  eluinis— sitnate  at  St.  Laurent  and 
O&k  Point  (on  Lake  ^lanitoha),  VVesthourne,  Lorette,  and  l'oint« 
de  Cht-ne,  in  Manitolia ;  and  on  tlie  SaMkati:tie\van,  at  I'rinew 
Alb<:rt,  N  W.T.  -toiiit  into  thti  »iinif  tute^or) . 
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their  claims  four  miles  ileej),  in  recognition  of  w^at 
was  called  the  "hay  privilege."  lu  some  casefc, 
however,  the  claim  for  land  was  conamutcd  by  the 
issue  of  scrijt.  The  lands  granted  having,  in  all 
cases  except  those  where  the  title  was  a  subject  of 
dispute,  been  patented,  they  may  nov/  be  purchased 
either  fiom  the  original giantees  or  parties  to  whom 
these  may  have  assigned  their  rights. 

Half-hrml  Laiuh  : — In  fulfilment  of  the  terms 
upon  which  Manitoba  became  a  Province  of  the 
Dominion,  1,400,000  acres  of  land  in  Manitoba 
were  reserved  for  the  children  of  the  half-breed 
heads  of  families,  in  extinguishment  of  auv  title 
they  might  set  up  by  vii^ue  of  their  partial  Indian 
descent.  This  reserve  has  now  been  distributed 
in  allotments  of  240  acres  to  each  claimant  in  th*. 
various  parishes.  Such  claims  may  be  purchased 
of  the  original  grantees  or  of  any  person  to  whom 
they  have  assigned  their  rights. 

Canadio.n  Pacific  liaihcay  LaiuU  : — The  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Kailway  Com])any  has  been  granted 
all  the  lands  contained  within  the  odd-numbered 
sections  of  townships  lying  within  twenty-four 
miles  on  either  side  of  the  line.  These  lands  may 
be  purchased  on  liberal  terms  from  the  Company. 

Miscelhneoxijt: — Under  parliamentary  au  thority , 
various  reserves  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the 
Indians  and  of  the  Mounted  Police,  and  for  the  occu- 
pation in  communities  .of  special  classes  of  immi- 
jjrauts,  such  as  the  Mennonites  and  Icelanders.  The 
Government  has  power  to  set  apart  any  lands  re- 


f^uired  to  aid  .the  construction  of  railways  ;  and 
aho  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  town  sites, 
water  powers,  grazing,  mining,  lumbering,  or  other 
special  purposes. 

USKFUL    HIXTS   TO    I'ROSI'ECTORS. 

Strangers  going  to  the  North-West  should  be 
extremely  cautious  in  purchasing  the  abandonment 
of  any  one's  homestead  claim,  as  all  assignments 
and  transfers  of  the  homestead  right  (until  recom- 
mended for  ])atent)  are  absolutely  invalid,  though, 
i-o  far  as  the  party  assigning  is  concerned,  such  as- 
signment may  be  deemed  by  the  Dominion  Lands 
authorities  as  evidence  of  voluntary  abandonment. 

Any  person,  however,  whose  homestead  has 
^een  recommended  by  the  Local  Agent  for  letters 
patent  (proofs  of  fulfilment  of  ccnditions  having, 
of  course,  been  filed  with  him)  may  legally  convey, 
assign,  and  tiansfer  his  right  and  title  therein. 
There  is  a  book  kept  in  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  for  the  registration,  at  the  option  of  the 
parties  interested,  on  i)ayment  of  a  fee  of  ^2.00, 
of  any  such  assignment  of  legally  assignable  rights 
(proof  of  which  must  accompany  the  application 
to  register;)  and  the  law  holds  eveiy  assignment  so 
registered  as  valid  against  any  other  assignment 
unregistered  or  eub-^eiiuently  regl'tered,  even  if 
previously  made.  Every  assignment  must,  for 
the  purpose  of  registration,  be  entirely  uncon- 
ditional.

lands  for  the  amount  they  represent,  viz  :  160 
acres;  but  purchaser* of  warrants  should  be  careful 
to  hie  that  the  assignment  to- themselves,  as  well  as 
all  previous  assignments,  is  duly  registered  at 
Ottawa.  It  is  essential  to  its  validity  that  the  first 
assignment  of  a  warrant  shoiild  be  endorsed  on  the 
document  itself. 

Land  scrip,  whether  that  issued  to  half-1)reed 
heads  of  families  or  of  the  kind  granterl  to  "  old 
settlers "  in  the  Settlement  Belts,  to  extinguish 
certain  claims,  is  of  the  same  value  as  cash,  to  the 
hearer,  in  any  purchase  of  Dominion  lands,  for  the 
amount  represented  on  its  face. 

Settlei-s  who  take  up  homesteads  are  required 
to  become  actual  residents  and  improvers  of  their 
claims  within  six  months  from  date  of  entry.  In 
the  case,  however,  of  immigrants  applying  to  the 
Minister  of  the .  Interior  for  leave  to  settle  in  a 
community,  and  shewing  good  cause,  the  Governor 
General-in-Council  has  power  to  extend  the  period 
to  twelve  months. 

It  is  important  in  every  case  to  make  a  home- 
stead entry  as  soon  as  possible,  because  no  patent 
can  issue  (as  a  free  grant)  until  three  years  from  the 
date  of  entry  have  expired ;  and  it  is  essential  to 
reside  on  the  homestead  and  cultivate  the  same 
continuously  in  order  that  no  delay  may  be  oc- 
casioned at  the  expiration  of  the  above  period. 
Further,  it  is  important  because,  fhould    circum- 


stances require  the  settler  to  reside  elsewhere,  a 
contii  JUS  fulfilment  of  the  homestead  conditions 
for  twelve  months  would  give  him  ihe  right,  under 
a  special  clause  of  the  Act,  to  purchase  such  home- 
stead at  the  current  price  of  the  adjacent  govern- 
ment lands.  The  Department  hold;"?  residence  to 
have  been  "continuous,"  in  the  legal  sense,  not- 
withstanding the  settler  may  have  been  absent  from 
his  homestead  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months  altogether  in  any  one  year  of  his  occupa- 
tion :  cultivation  must,  "however,  have  been  earned 
on  each  season  by  himself  or  hu  representatives. 

In  the  case,  however,  when  a  certain 
numljer  of  homestead  settlers,  embracing  not 
less  than  twenty  familier',  with  a  view  to 
greater  convenience  in  the  establishment  of 
schools,  churches,  etc.,  ask  to  be  allo'wed  to  settle 
together  in  a  hamlet  or  village,  the  Jlinister  may 
vary  the  lequirement  as  to  residence  on,  but  not 
as  to  the  cultivation  of,  each  separate  <|uarter- 
section. 

Land  Prospectors  will  act  wisely  in  making 
sure  that  the  land  they  proi)ose  to  enter  for  is  not 
already  claimed  in  any  way  by  a  prior  occupant. 
As  a  general  rule,  it  will  be  found  safer  to  take  up 
land  to  which  no  legal  or  equitable  claim  is  likely 
to  be  asserted  than  to  go  iuto  disputed  posession 
of  a  superior  location.  In  the  one  case,  the  settler 
can  confidently  proceed  with  his  improvements  ; 
in  the  other,  he  will  be  hindered  by  the  delay  and 
uncertainty  involved  in  obtaining  a  decision. 

Purchasers  of  land  in  Manitoba  and  the  North. 
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West  Territories  that  haa  been  already  patented  Ironi 
the  Crown  Bhould  never  pay  atiy  portion  of  the  price 
agreed  upon  without  tirnt  sntisfyinj,'  ilien\selves,  by 
obtaining  an  abstract  of  title  from  the  IJeyistry  Ollice 
for  the  Registration  District  in  which  tlie  lands  are 
situate,  that  no  agreements,  mortgages,  judgments, 
or  other  incumbrances  are  recorded  agaiujt  it  ;  also, 
that  no  arrears  of  taxes  are  due  upon  such  pro- 

{)erty.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that,  as  the 
aw  attaches  the  greatest  possible  importance  to 
priority  of  registration,  no  delay  should  be  allowed 
to  intervene  between  the  signing  of  a  deed  and 
seeing  that  it  is  duly  registered.  A  Registrar's  fee 
in  Manitoba  for  registering  an  ordinary  convey- 
ance is  $2.20;  he  charges  5U  cents  for  a  search,  and 
for  an  abstract  according  to  the  number  of  the  en- 
tries of  documents  affecting  the  property. 

Tersons  travelling  in  the  Morth-West  are  re- 
fjnired  to  be  particularly  careful  to  extin^'uish  their 
caiTT-  ^.res  before  leaving  them,  so  that  the  de- 
8ti  active  consequences  of  a  prairie  fire  may  be  pre- 
vented. Both  in  Manitoba  and  the  Territories 
legislation  has  provided  adeuuate  penalties  for  the 

gunishment  of  criminal  negligence  in  this  respect. 
hould  it  happen,  however,  that  a  party  of  Pros- 
pectors are  threatened  by  a  prairie  fire  approaching 
them,  and  no  other  means  of  escape  are  available, 
the  danger  may  be  effectually  overcome  by  setting 
tire  to  the  prairie  to  leeward  of  the  party,  and 


moving  tlie  travellers,  with  their  onfit,  onto   the 
ground  nO  burnt  over. 

In  ca>v.  ot  I'rospci'tors  luring  their  animals 
while  in  camp  during  thi;  summer  time,  it  would 
bt.'  well  to  remember  that  oxen  and  horses  invari- 
ably graze  to  windward,  in  order  to  avoid  the  Hies 
as  much  as  pos^iljli-. 

In  calculating  itinerary  distancea  on  the  map, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  remember  that  atownshin  is 
about  SIX  miles  wide  ;  by  multiiilying  the  number 
of  townshi))s  to  be  passed  over  by  six,  a  fair  idea 
of  the  tiistance  to  be  travelled  may  be  arrived  at. 

J^aud  hunters  who  fail  at  first  to  lind  locations 
to  suit  them  should  push  further  west,  to  obtain  a 
more  extensive  choice.  It  will  often  happen,  how- 
ever, that,  on  their  return  journey,  they  will  be 
surprised  to  lind  conten'ed  familii;s  and  growing 
cro})s  upon  the  very  farnjs  that  they  themselves 
rejected  as  unworthy  of  their  selection  only  a  few 
weeks  previous. 

Lastly,  maidy  Prospectors  will  not  feel  dis- 
couraged if  they  should  be  bitten  by  anxosiiuito,  or 
be  teased  by  a  th',  during  sultry  weather.  Exjieri- 
ence  shows  that  a  "  temler-foot,"  as  a  new  arrival 
in  the  North-West  is  called,  invariably  attracts  the 
largest  share  of  the  attention  of  these  pests,  which 
it  is  comforting  to  know  disappear  entirely  as  the 
settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  country  pro- 
'  gress.

CCllRESFONDENCE  WITH  OFFICIALS. 

Obfcjervanoe  of  the  following  hints  forconduct- 
iug  correnpondence  with  onicer.s  connected  with  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  will  save  time  and

"  Real  and  personal  nrojierty  of  every  deSi-riptioii  may  he 
taken,  aequired,  held,  ana  disjHised  of  by  an  alien  in  the  same 
maimer  in  all  respcets  as  by  a  natural-born  Hritisii  subject;  ami 
a  title  to  real  and  personal  property  of  every  de.-.eripiion  maybe 
dori\e<l  through,  from,  or  in  buei'CSgi<Mi  to  .in  alien,  in  thi^  same 
manner fn  all  rest>cets  as  throiiyh,  from, or  in  sticeoswon  to  a 
natural-born  Britiah  rsubjeet.' 


Aliens,  however,  are  not  qualified  for  office  ; 
t  -X-  ise  any  municijial,  parliainentaiy,  or  other

in  Ihepi  tec  in  wliich  the  declarant  is.  to  administer  an  oath  for 
any  judicial  or  other  le'.,'al  purpose;  and  if  out  of  Her  Majesty's 
duminioiis,  in  ilie  presence  of  an.\  oflicor  in  the  diplomatic  or 
consular  ser\  ice  of  Her  Majesty."
